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Supervisors eye 10C 
county tax rate cut 


By DICK PRAUL 
The Board of Supervisors was con­ 
sidering further lith hour economies to­ 
day which could result in a 10-cent or 
more slash in the $3.31 tax rate for the 
1976-’77 fiscal year. 
One possible hitch in the tax cut 
developed this morning when Super­ 
visors Chairman Frank Frost charged 
that the County Firefighters Union had 
gone to Governor Jerry Brown and 
“ seemingly persuaded him to withdraw 
a 
proposal by the State Division of 
Forestry to provide fire protection ser­ 
vices for the county.” 
Earlier, it had been expected that the 
supervisors would accept the Division of 
Forestry offer to take over county fire 
protection duties and thereby save the 
county up to a million dollars a year. 
The telephone at firefighters union 
headquarters in Santa Barbara was not 
being answered as news media at­ 
tempted to confirm the Frost charge. 
The chairman said he was asking the 
governor “ how the county could explain 
to our poor and otherwise disadvantaged 
citizens the cuts we have made in social 
programs when a union of well-paid and 
healthy young men can go behind the 
scenes and persuade him to maintain the 
tax burden of an inefficient local fire 
department.” 
Frost claimed the union was seeking 
help from the governor at a time when 
supervisors were attempting to save the 
taxpayers money. Calling himself a long­ 
time “ admirer of Governor Brown,” 
Frost said questions now must be raised 
as to “ whether the governor’s ad­ 
ministration is one of hard-headed and 
conservative fiscal policies or whether it 
is just the same old ball game of clever 


epigrams and exotic public postures with 
the usual deals worked out in the back 
room.” 
In budget developments Thursday: 
— Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd said 
the board in two weeks of budget ses­ 
sions had lopped $941,986 from the 
proposed $95.5 m illio n budget, 
representing approximately IO cents on 
the tax rate. 
— This slash would approximate the 
approximate 10-cent rate boost that 
would come from the 3 per cent salary 
raise being offered the 3,000 county 
employes. 


— The 24-cent rate hike projection 
based on the proposed budget would be 
largely wiped out by the $2 million in ad­ 
ded fund balances and higher assessed 
valuation totals. 


— This left prospects of a tax cut 
hovering on the decision pending (Mi the 
future of county fire protection. 
— County authorities explained that 
while the county may come in for a late 
m ulti-m illion dollar “ w indfall” in 
revenue sharing funds in 1977, actual 
receipt of it might not take place until 
after July I next year, too late to impact 
the new budget. 


— Supervisors voted Thursday to ap­ 
propriate $441,000 to social agencies and* 
other non-profit groups, a figure about 
$26,000 under that given in the current 
year. County Departments got the bulk 
of the remainder of the $810,000 ap­ 
propriated out of the currently available 
$2.9 million fund. The administrative of­ 
fice has recommended that over $2.1 
million go to the General Fund to help 
hold down the property tax levy. 


Ford personally directing 
U.S. Lebanese evacuation 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford canceled a political trip to Iowa to­ 
day to remain in Washington to direct 
the evacuation of Americans from 
Lebanon, White House officials said. 
The trip, originally planned for the 
purpose of winning as many of Iowa’s 36 
Republican 
National 
Convention 
delegates as possible, also was to have 
included the first face-to-face meeting in 
the campaign between the President and 
his rival, Ronald Reagan. 
“ The President has canceled his trip to 
Iowa because of the situation in Lebanon 
and the impending evacuation of Ameri­ 
cans from Lebanon,” White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen told reporters. 
Nessen said First Lady Betty Ford and 
the President’s son, Jack, would go to 
Des Moines in his place. 


In a written statement Ford said: 
“ Due to the continuing uncertainty of 
the situation in Beirut, I have directed 
the United States Embassy there to as­ 


sist in the departure by overland convoy 
to Damascus of U.S. citizens who wish to 
depart Lebanon at this time.” 
Ford said the convoy w ill leave Beirut 
for Damascus Saturday. Beirut’s airport 
has been shut by the fighting in Lebanon. 
About 1,100 to 1,400 Americans remain 
in Lebanon, Nessen said Thursday. 


“ Only those Embassy officials not es­ 
sential to our continuing operations will 
be leaving Lebanon. The American Em ­ 
bassy in Beirut is to remain open to con­ 
tinue our efforts to help bring an end to 
the strife which has brought this tragedy 
to Lebanon,” Ford said. 


Nessen said the President will go to 
Andrews A ir Force Base outside 
Washington Saturday afternoon to watch 
the return by air of the bodies of 
American Ambassador Francis Meloy 
and economic counselor Robert O. War­ 
ing who were assassinated in Beirut 
Wednesday.

Tough new 
food stamp 
laws delayed 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A federal 
judge today ordered an indefinite delay 
in enforcement of tough, new ad­ 
m inistration rules which would 
eliminate an estimated 4.1 million people 
from the food stamp program. 
U.S. District Judge John Lewis Smith 
Jr. issued a prelim inary injunction 
directing the Agriculture Department to 
delay activation of the regulations until a 
full court trial on claims by an anti­ 
hunger coalition which says the regula­ 
tions are illegal and unconstitutional. 


Smith said critics of the rules have 
demonstrated “ a substantial likelihood” 
that the regulations will ultimately be 
held invalid. 


Government attorneys, under orders 
from President Ford to fight the case 
vigorously, said they would probably ap­ 
peal Smith’s injunction in an effort to get 
the regulations — originally scheduled to 
take effect June I — into operation 
quickly.

BEIR U T , Lebanon (U P I) - The 
United States today strongly urged all 
Americans to leave Lebanon in the after- 
math of the slaying of two U.S. 
diplomats whose bodies reached Damas­ 
cus with the first Western evacuation 
convoy out of a war torn Beirut. 


A U.S. Embassy spokesman took issue 
with reports describing the overland ex­ 
odus by car and bus as an evacuation. “ It 
is not a formal evacuation in the sense 
that departure is voluntary and the em­ 
bassy will remain open. But we are 
strongly urging all Americans to leave 
now,” the spokesman said. 


He described the new appeal as an 
“ escalation” of the embassy’s long­ 
standing advice that Americans with “ no 
urgent business” in Lebanon not to re­ 
main here. “ Now we are urging in the 
strongest terms that all Americans still 
here take advantage of the British led 
convoys and leave,” he Mid. 
There are about 1,900 members of the 
American community still in Lebanon — 
1,400 American nationals with the rest 
being dependents such as Lebanese who 
married Americans. 
The first British-organized convoy, 
mainly for embassy staffers and others 
who wished to join “ at their own risk,” 
left for Damascus this morning and 
arrived safely in the afternoon under the 
armed escort of Libyan and Syrian 
troops and Palestinian guerrillas. 
With them was a blue and white pick­ 
up van carrying the flag-draped coffins 
of U.S. Ambassador Francis Meloy Jr. 
and his economic counsellor Robert O. 
Waring who along with their Lebanese 
chauffeur, Zuheir Moghrabi, were kid­ 
naped and killed by gunmen in the leftist- 
controlled sector of western Beirut 
Wednesday afternoon. A U.S. Air Force 
C135 transport had flown from Andrews 


Air Force Base near Washington to 
Damascus to receive the bodies and fly 
them home. 
On board were U.S. envoy Dean 
Brown, who helped mediate in the 
Lebanese crisis last month, and Daniel 
Meloy, the slain ambassador’s brother, 
the source said. 
It will stop on the way back in Athens 
to pickup Waring’s wife and several 
other members of his family, the source 
said. 
A few Americans and other nationals 
joined the first convoy of about 25 cars 
that left from the gates of the British 
embassy on Beirut’s uptown western 
coast at 7:30 a.m. A larger convoy was 
due to leave Saturday but it is ex­ 
pected to be much smaller than its 
British organizers at first thought. 
The Voice of America and the British 
Broadcasting Corp., both began broad­ 
casting instructions to foreigners to 
report at their embassies for evacuation. 
An American spokesman said the embas­ 
sy’s phone lines were “ tied up” with in­ 
quiries but that as of this afternoon, only 
30 Americans had actually turned up to 
register for Saturday’s journey. 
The embassy faced a major problem in 
that more than half of the 1,905 
Americans and U.S. dependents in 
Lebanon were believed to be residing in 
areas from which it would be difficult or 
dangerous to reach western Beirut. 
These included 115 Americans living in 
remote or blockaded areas and 450 
residing in eastern Beirut. It was while 
driving across the no-man’s land 
separating eastern and western Beirut 
that Meloy and Waring were stopped and 
slain by gunmen. 
A spokesman said the U.S. embassy, 
like the British, will remain open with a 
skeletal staff. The embassy is now down 
to 53 employes.

Police fire on 
Africa rioters 
JO HANNESBURG, 
South Africa 
(U P I) - Police armed with automatic 
weapons fired on black rioters and 
looters in the Alexandra township of 
Johannesburg today, killing a number of 
demonstrators. Racial violence also 
spread to white suburbs and engulfed at 
least eight black townships. 
Police said an unknown number of 
black and colored (mixed race) persons 
were killed in the shooting. The overall 
death toll in three days of escalating 
violence climbed above 70 — police gave 
no exact figures — and the number of in­ 
jured rose above 800. More than 250 
blacks, several carrying firearms, were 
arrested, police said. 
The Alexandra unrest began at dawn 
today when blacks bepin looting shops, 
burning cars and buildings. 
The rioting, the worst outburst of 
racial violence in South Africa in 16 
years, began Wednesday.

Plentiful gas at record price seen 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — There should be plenty of gas­ 
oline at America’s service Suttons this summer, but 
motorists may have to pay record high prices for it. 
The Federal Energy Administration says there are no 
signs of a gasoline shortage during the Bicentennial summer 
despite an unexpectedly heavy spring surge in demand Sup­ 
plies are good, the agency says, and refinery capacity is 
more than adequate. 
But crude oil prices are climbing — adding impetus to the 
normal price hike pressure of increased summer driving — 
and signs point toward a record high national average gas­ 
oline price of 60 cents or more a gallon 
“ Demand for the first quarter of this year and for the 
month of April was higher than we expected,” FEA chief 
Frank Zarb said Thursday in a sUtemnt. 
“ And, of course, driving will be heavier during this 
Bicentennial summer. Although we are not forecasting any 
gasoline demand that cannot be met, we do urge drivers to 
obey the speed lim it and be frugal in their driving habits ” 
Gasoline demand - and prices - traditionally go up dur­ 
ing the summer. 


The national average reUil gasoline price hit an unprece­ 
dented 59.3 cents a gallon last September, then fell slightly in 
a normal winter decline. 
Asked whether the price might climb even higher this 
summer, FEA policy chief Erie Zeus ne r told U PI: “ It 
wouldn’t be surprising. It certainly could happen.” 
Zausner Mid there is new pressure for higher prices this 
year because crude oil prices are climbing under the late- 
1975 energy policy revision. Refiners, wholesalers and 
retailers are allowed to boost their prices to offset higher 
crude oil prices. 
The trend toward a possible new record high average of 00 
cents a gallon or more already had begun to appear this spr­ 
ing. In May, the national average price was 57.4 cents, com­ 
pared to 54.3 for the Mine month last year. 
Zausner and Zarb both Mid they expected to see the price 
climb about two cents during the summer. Some companies 
already have raised their prices a penny 
The peak demand months of the year are June, July and 
August During those months last year demand ranged from 
7.01 to 7.55 million barrels a day.

United Press International 
Democrat Jimm y Carter is 
talking of winning every state 
in the November election, while 
President Ford is voicing hope 
the Republican party won't fall 
apart. 
Carter, vacationing at Sea 
Island, Ga., told reporters he 
Will campaign aggressively un­ 
til the Democratic National 
Convention next month, al­ 
though he already has at least 
1,535 delegates — 30 more than 
required for the nomination. 
“ If I am the nominee, we are 
going to go out and win every 
state in the Union," Carter 
said. 
Carter said he was consider­ 
ing asking “ 12 to 15 distin­ 
guished Americans" to help 
him select a running mate. He 
said he wants a vice presiden­ 
tial nominee free of sex or 
money scandals. 
“ We’ve had a spirited contest 
for the nomination," Ford told 
a group of teen-age Republi­ 
cans at the White House. “ But 
all of us must strive to prevent 
it from becoming a grudge bat­ 
tle." 
Ford said he believed his op­ 
ponent, Ronald Reagan, shares 
his view that Republicans 
should work together at the 
national, state and local levels 
instead of fighting. 


“ It makes no sense for us to 
scramble down to the wire and 
have our party fall apart," 
Ford said. 
Ford met again with John 
Connally, fueling speculation 
the former Democratic gover­ 
nor of Texas might be his 
choice for a running mate in an 
effort to win back the GOP con­ 
servative wing and also counter 
Carter’s Southern strength. 
Both Ford and Reagan plan­ 
ned to be in Des Moines tonight 
for a Republican dinner on the 
eve of the Iowa GOP conven­ 
tion. 
Ninety-five national conven­ 
tion delegates are being chosen 
this weekend by Republicans 
meeting in Iowa, Washington, 
Delaware and Texas. Reagan is 
favored to win most of them but 
not enough to erase Ford’s lead. 
According to UPI’s tally, 
Ford currently has 1,009 of the 
1,130 delegates needed for the 
nomination. Reagan has 893 and 
98 are uncommitted with 259 
delegates still to be chosen. 
The Federal Election Com­ 
mission Thursday approved 
another $322,905 in matching 
federal funds for Ford and 
$241,840 for Reagan. 
Carter, who received $198,938 
in additional campaign funds, 
plans 16 fund-raisers before the 
national convention.

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Viking l ’s first good distant 
glimpse of its landing site on 
Mars showed the area was free 
of the kind of dust storm that 
would force project officials to 
delay the probe’s planned July 4 
landing. 


The big spacecraft is sche­ 
duled to swing into orbit around 
Mars Saturday and then spend

Hays, who has been accused 
of keeping his mistress on the 
government payroll, denied he 
will resign from Congress.

Hays is in a Barnesville, 
Ohio, hospital recovering from 
an overdose of sleeping pills. 
Hays’ office released the text 
of the letter he will send to 
Albert. Hays indicated in the 
letter he would try to regain the 
ch airm an sh ip of the a d ­ 
ministration panel if he is vin­ 
dicated of the sex-scandal 
allegations. 
“ The charges which have 
been made against me and the 
current state of my health 
make it impossible for me to 
devote the time necessary to 
carry out my responsibilities as 
chairman," Hays said in the 
letter 
Albert said Hays offered no 
comment and he did not inquire 
of the Ohio Democrat of a 
report that he would not seek 
re-election in November. Hays 
has already won nomination for 
re-election. 
Albert said he would call the 
Democratic Policy and Steer­ 
ing Committee together after 
he receives Hays* letter to 
nominate a successor, who 
sources say will be Rep. Frank 
Thompson, 
D-N.J.,

Democrat on the panel behind 
Hays.

The assistant police chief, 
Horacio Rojas, was killed by a 
hand grenade and machine gun 
fire as he was driven home Oct. 
24, 1975. 


Political violence has taken 
nearly three lives each day this 
month. The latest incident 
brought the toll so far this year 
to 469 compared with 800 for all 
of 1975 


Earlier this week, police 
found the bodies of four men 
and two women who had been 
shot repeatedly and then burned 


in a field south of Buenos Aires. 
The killings apparently were 
carried out by right-wing death 
squads who have been waging a 
cam p aign a g a in s t leftist 
figures. 
Leftist guerrillas Sunday 
killed a retired Navy officer, 
Lt. Cmdr.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The government Is 
examining the policy Bilder which a congress­ 
man picked up for soilciting a prostitute Is quiet­ 
ly let free In Washington, DC, but another is 
arrested in Salt Lake City.

Rep Allan T. Howe, D-Utah, was 
arrested and charged by police last week in Salt 
Lake Qty in an incident which threatens to end 
his political career Howe has claimed — and 
police denied — that the arrest was a set-up 
Under a long-standing policy by the District of 
Columbia's Metropolitan Police — who had to 
depend on Congress for their pay until the 
District received limited home rule — congress­ 
men picked up for misdeamnors were released 
That policy was adopted in accord with the 
vague language of Article I, Section t.of the Con­ 
stitution which provides immunity from arrest 
— except for charges of treason, felony and 
“breach of the peace” — for senators and 
representatives “during their attendance at the 
sessions of their respective homes, and in going 
to and returning from the same ”

Reagan popular vote total 


tops Ford in 26 primaries 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
the 26 primaries where they 
met head to head, Ronald 
Reagan topped President Ford 
by a total of 2*6,906 votes. 
Unofficial figures show that 
9.5 million Republican votes 
were cast in the primaries. 
Reagan received 4,935,176 and 
Ford 4 638 288 
Not counted are Penn­ 
sylvania and New Jersey, 
where Ford was on the ballot 
unopposed, or New York where 
an independent slate of 
delegates was elected and 
neither was on the ballot 
Ford won 15 of the primaries 
and Reagan ll. 
Ford won New Hamsphire, 
M assachusetts, 
Vermont, 
Florida. Illinois, Wisconsin, 
West Virginia, Maryland, 
Michigan, Arkansas. Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Oregon. Rhode 
Island and Ohio. 
Reagan won North Carolina, 
Texas. Alabama. Indiana, 


Georgia, Nebraska, Idaho, 
Nevada, Montana, South 
Dakota, and California. 
Reagan's margin over Ford 
came from a 6*0,000 vote 
landslide in the June 8 Califor­ 
nia primary and a 150,000 vote 
plurality in Texas May I. 
Ford’s big wins were by 145,000 
over Reagan in Illinois, and 
330.000 in Michigan. 
History has shown that in 
closely contested battles for the 
nomination, getting the most 
number of votes in primaries 
doesn’t necessarily mean vic­ 
tory. 
In 1972, Hubert Humphrey 
gained 4.1 million votes in 
primaries but lost the nomina­ 
tion to George McGovern who 
got 4 million votes 
In 1988, Eugene McCarthy got 
2.9 million primary votes, the 
late Robert F Kennedy 2.3 
million, and the nomination 
went to Humphrey, who got just 
166.000 votes in primaries

He said the first 
company at the scene, unaware 
of the chlorine inside, followed 
standard procedures and tried 
to douse the flames with water 
to keep the blaze from 
spreading to adjacent trailer 
parks. 
Parker said the firm had been 
inspected last month and fire 
of fids Is had noted an inventory 
of 38,000 pounds of chlorine 
stored at the plant.

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18-inch mistake caused blast killing four 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - A 
federal investigator says 
somebody’s 18-inch mistake 
caused the gasoline explosion 
that leveled a city block, killed 
four persons ami sent more 
than a dozen others to the 
hospital with serious burns. 
“ The primary thing is that 
someone was 18 inches wrong,” 
Webster Todd Jr., chairman of 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board, said Thursday. 
“ We don’t know who, but 
we’re going to try to find out.” 
The federal team joined 


state, county and city officials 
trying to determine who was to 
blame for the explosion and fire 
Wednesday and hoping to figure 
out how to prevent another such 
accident in the future. 
Todd’s “ 18 inches wrong” 
statement referred to test bor­ 
ings in 1975 indicating that an 
eight-inch underground Stan­ 
dard Oil line was 18 to 20 inches 
below the bottom of a planned 
street widening project. 
An excavating machine rup­ 
tured the pipeline, shooting up a 
fountain of low-lead gasoline 


that vaporized into a cloud and 
then exploded into a fireball. 
Authorities said the test bor­ 
ings may have been inac­ 
curate, the pipeline may have 
bulged upward, the excavator 
may have dug too deep or there 
may have been a problem in 
communications between vari­ 
ous public agencies and private 
firms involved in the project. 
Local officials, noting that 
300 miles of gasoline-carrying 
pipes run under city limits and 
thousands of miles of such pipes 
traverse the county, called 


Thursday for new safety 
studies. 


County Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn asked the county road 
commissioner to determine 
“ what would happen if we had a 
major earthquake that would 
erupt gas or major under­ 
ground utility lines.” 


The California Department of 
Transportation, which awarded 
a $3.9 million contract for the 
two-mile construction project 
last September, also scheduled 
a probe of the blast.

Commission says legal gambling 
would fleece' big-city states 


LAS VEGAS (U PI) — Legal 
gambling is fine in a place like 
Nevada, but in states with big 
cities it would fleece the poor 
and generate crime and social 
problems that would eat up the 
tax benefits to Ideal govern­ 
ments, according to a confiden­ 
tial staff report to the National 
Gambling Commission. 
The report is the result of 
lengthy research into legal and 
illegal gambling in hearings 
thoughout the nation. 


The final draft will be submit­ 
ted to the commission in 
Washington next Wednesday, 
according to Nevada Attorney 
General Robert List, a commis­ 
sion member who met with 
staff members here this week 
to prepare the report. 


The report commends Neva­ 
da for braiding criminal influ­ 
ence in the gambling buiness to 


“ l^gligible” levels, and called 
the state’s gaming business 
“ the most closely scrutinized 
private industry in the coun­ 
try.” 


But it notes that Nevada resi­ 
dents gamble more than other 
Americans, especially those 
who earn less than $5,000 a 
year. There is a “ relation­ 
ship,” which the report con­ 
cedes cannot be explained, 
between gambling and the 
higher crime rates in Las 
Vegas, which has more than its 
share of murders, rapes, rob­ 
beries and burglaries, it said. 
The impact may not be great 
in a thinly populated state far 
from large cities, it said, but 
warns: 


“ If casinos were legalized in 
heavily urban areas, participa­ 
tion by lower income individu­ 
als can be expected to result in 


social problems and an expand­ 
ed need for government ser­ 
vices, thereby offsetting in part 
any advantages derived from 
the stimulation of local busines­ 
ses.” 
Other states “ should not ex­ 
pect legalized casino gambling 
to ease financial difficulties 
significantly,” it says, warning 
that profits would be “ trivial” 
compared to the expenses 
casinos would generate in big 
cities, j 
“ The possible benefits that 
would accrue to local econom­ 
ics ... might well be offset by 
social costs,” it warns. 
The report concludes that if 
other states do legalize casinos 
they should restrict them to 
isolated areas, take advice 
from Nevada officials and let 
private enterprise — strictly 
regulated — run the business in­ 
stead of governments. 


Felony child abuse charges face 
pair in 'imprisonment' of girl 


LOS AN G ELES (U P I) - 
Police today investigated a 
strange tale by two sisters and 
a brother that they were kept 
imprisoned in their foster 
parents’ home for years at a 
time, locked in dark rooms and 
starved 
The youngest. Laura Johnson, 
16, was rescued Wednesday 
night by officers who broke 
down a door to reach her. 
The girl had been starved 
down to 63 pounds, was covered 
with cuts and bruises and said 
she had been locked in the 
barren, foul-smelling room for 
four years, officers said 
Randolph Johnson, 48, a truck 
driver with the city sanitation 
department, and his wife, 
Willie B., were arrested on 
suspicion of felony child abuse. 
They were freed on 82,000 bail 
each Thursday pending arraign­ 
ment next Wednesday. 


Police said they went to the 
Johnson home on a report from 
Laura's sister. Donna. 19. who 
ran away from the home five 
weeks ago. 
The Johnsons admitted police 
but refused to open the door to 
Laura's room, so officers broke 
it down, they said, finding the 
girl in a room with no lights, no 
furniture, and a cot with no 
blankets or sheets. The room 
reeked of excrement, police 
said. 
Hie girl told them she had 
been locked in the room most of 
the time since she was 12, they 
said, and was usually fed one 
peanut butter sandwich a day. 
Police said records showed 
Laura had been picked up two 
months ago seven miles from 
her home, rooting through gar­ 
bage cans. Officers returned 
her to the Johnsons as a 
runaway. 


The older sister, and a 
brother. Donald. 22. both of 
oriental and black parentage, 
told authorities they believed 
they were born in Korea, 
adopted by the Johnsons, who 
are black, and brought to this 
country as small children. 
Laura was born in Los Angeles, 
the other two children said. 


Donna and Donald reportedly 
told police they were also 
beaten, starved and locked in 
dark rooms. Donald told of­ 
ficers he escaped five years ago 
but was afraid to talk to 
authorities for fear he would be 
deported to Korea. 


Laura was taken to Long 
Beach Mem orial Hospital 
where she was at first declared 
in critical condition from star­ 
vation. cuts and bruises and in­ 
ternal infections.

Vibration in water pipeline closes 
Oroville power plant; 15 evacuated 


OROVILLE (U PI) - State 
experts today sought the caus^ 
of an unusual vibration in a 
water pipeline which forced 
closure of the power plant 
beneath Oroville Dam and the 
temporary evacuation of 15 
employes. 
Employes at the Edward 
Hyatt Powerplant feared the 
vibrationsoccurringThursday in 
one of two pipelines carrying 
water from the dam to the plant 
would have broken seals 
between the pipe and a 
generator If such had occur­ 
red, water would have inundat­ 
ed the more than 200-foot deep 
underground plant. 
The shutdown cuts off one of 
the daytime sources of electri­ 
cal power for Pacific Gas & 
Electric Co. Partial power 
generation may be resumed to­ 
day. 


The faulty pipeline was 
closed and employes were 
evacuated between 8:20 a.rn 
and 9:50 a.rn Thursday. 
Ronald B Robie, director of 
the state Department of Water 
Resources, said engineers, 
geologists and safety experts 
have begun investigating the in­ 
cident to determine what 
caused the vibrations 
A department spokesman 
said department officials did 
not think the vibrations were 
caused by ongoing aftershocks 
following the earthquake near 
the dam last year. 
One possibility, he added, 
was that a new “ pump back” 
system was the cause of the 
vibrations. Under the system, 
water flows out of the reservoir 
during the day to generate 
electricity and at night some of 
the water is pumped back up 


into the reservoir to be 
available for generation the 
next day. 
“ The horizontal and vertical 
movements caused some slight 
leakage at couplings near the 
point where the penstock 
(pipeline) enters the plant,” 
Robie said. “ The drain pumps 
within the plant removed the 
water as fast as it leaked in and 
there was no threat to either 
the

or

equipment.”

United Press International 
Texans today continued their 
battle against floodwaters that 
ravaged Houston earlier this 
week, and upper Midwest 
fanners assessed losses from 
the worst drought since the 
1930s and waited for promised 
federal aid. 
Workers in Houston were still 
pumpng out water from base­ 
ments and buildings deluged by 
up to IS inches of rain Tuesday. 
Texas Gov. Dolph Briscoe 
ordered the D ivision of 
Disaster Emergency Service to 
survey the damage. 
Hie Houston floods left eight 
persons dead. 
But there was no moisture in 
sight for thirsting crops in the 
nation’s upper Midlands. 
Minnesota Agriculture Com­ 
missioner Jon Wefald said his 
estimates that the drought has 
damaged one-third of the 
state’s crops and caused $1 
billion in losses are “very con­ 
servative.” 
’’Every farmer that has 
called me in the last 15 days 
says my estimates are too 
low,” he said. “This is the most 
severe drought we’ve ever had. 
“Most people don’t realize 
this drought basically started in 
July of last year ... there’s 
been nothing Uke it since the 
1930s.” 
President Ford declared a 
state of emergency for more 
than IOO droughtatricken coun­ 
ties in Minnesota, South Dakota 
and Wisconsin. 
The presidential emergency 
declaration cleared the way for 
a federally funded Agriculture 
Department program to tran­ 
sport hay to cattlemen and 
dairy farmers until the drought 
breaks. 
Some stockmen had started 
selling off part of their herds 
because of the drought, which 
has withered pastures and cut 
heavily into feed crops — par­ 
ticularly hay.

Nine vaulters work out twice a week under the guidance of Jeannie Beat­ 
tie, a Lompoc High PE teacher who took a leave of absence to have her second 
baby and figured it would be a good time to introduce the sport of vaulting 
locally. 
“The kids enjoy it immensely,’* Beattie says. “They get practically instant 
rewards from it. Some of them have never ridden a horse before; some have 
ridden all their lives. They all learn at about the same rate.” 
Danger? “The horse is under control at all times. A wrong landing is the only 


danger. It’s a fairly safe horse sport. But trying to explain that on the phone to 
an insurance agent is wild.” 
Because of insurance problems, the activity is limited to 4rH members, but 
the group plans to start a beginning vaulting workshop in the fall to encourage 
the sport in the county. 
The Local team puts on exhibitions at many rodeos and 4-H events. They’ll be 
performing Saturday at La Salle Canyon during the horse show. They also com­ 
pete, attend clinics and hold fund-raising projects.

Williams injured his leg last week 
after winning a heat in the 220. Leroy 
Walker, Olympic men’s head coach, ad­ 
vised him not to compete in the final, and 
Williams pulled out. He is scheduled for 
two rounds of the IOO on Saturday and the 
semifinals and finals on Sunday, if he 
gets that far.

In golf, that stamps him as someone 
completely apart from anybody else, 
someone special, like the late Bobby 
Jones was. 
Mike Reid goes into the second round 
of the U.S. Open today leading by three 
strokes. He’s the first amateur to lead 
the Open in five years, but that doesn’t 
matter, he isn’t supposed to bother his 
head thinking about winning any money 
because as an amateur, there's no way 
he can. 
He’s supposed to have only good, clean 
thoughts about golf, which he has, so im­ 
agine how he felt when some joker sidled 
up next to him after his three-under-par 
67 eyepopper in Thursday’s opening 
round and asked him if he ever heard of 
Lee Mackey Jr. 
Mike Reid reflected a moment. 
“I’ve heard the name. Wasn’t he a 
golfer who played in the ‘50s?” he asked, 
fishing back in his memory. 
“That’s right,” confirmed the guy, 
who had approached the skinny, 21-year- 
old. “He shot a 64 the first day of the 1950 
U.S. Open at Ardmore, Pa., and you 
know what he had the second round?” 
“I suppose now you’re gonna tell me 
75,” said Reid, anticipating a little. 
“No,” came the answer, “81.” 
“Oh great,” Mike Reid replied, mov­ 
ing on quickly. 
Lee Mackey Jr. was a kid out of Bir­ 
mingham, who nobody really knew in the 
1950 U.S. Open, the same way nobody 
here really knows Mike Reid out of 
Provo, Utah, in this one, and after com­ 
ing apart with that 81 following his open­ 
ing round 64, he finished 25th, picked up 
$100 and went back home never to be 
heard from any more. 
The same thing conceivably could hap­ 
pen to Mike Reid, only one in the 150-man 
field to break par Thursday, but isn’t 
likely to because unlike Lee Mackey Jr., 
he doesn’t seem at all overwhelmed or 
flustered by what’s happening to him. 
He has played in only a half dozen or so 
tournaments with the big name pros and 
he respects their ability but he isn’t daz­ 
zled by them. He showed that when he 
began being peppered with questions 
from the press. 
Sample: 
“How come you go out there today and 
break par and the biggest golfers can’t?” 
“I dunno,” said Mike Reid, so casual­ 
ly, he provoked some laughs “I’m still 
looking around at all these golfers. I still 
got toothpicks in my eyes. I guess 
they’re looking around at me, too. ’ 
Among those looking at Reid, a 6-foot, 
150-pounder with a reddish cast to his 
brown hair, is former PGA champ Al 
Geiberger, who played one threesome in 
front of him. Geiberger was the same as 
Reid, three-under, until the 14th hole 
where he bogeyed and went two under, 
after which he took a double bogey six on 
the 18th and finished with a 70 with four 
others.

Being realistic 


According to President 
Ford, confidence in American 
business must be restored and 
one way to accomplish that is 
through legislation aimed at 
putting business firms on a 
“clean and honest basis.” 
Ford’s proposal is for legisla­ 
tion which would require dis­ 
closure of all payments made 
by U.S. business firms seeking 
to influence foreign transac­ 
tions. In other words, any and 
all bribes would have to be 
reported. 
The double talk here is con­ 
fusing, what with talk of the 
legislation being a deterrent to 
bribery while not making such 
practices downright illegal. 
In our opinion, its just such 
roundabout policy positions 
that leave the most room for 
doubt about business and 
government intentions in the 
first place. Indeed, if Ford is 
so concerned 
that U.S. 
business procedures in this 


regard are “totally inconsis­ 
tent with American values” 
and “threaten to harm our 
foreign relations as well as 
erode confidence in American 
business and institutions,” 
why not ask for legislation 
banning bribes to foreign en­ 
tities altogether? 


We suspect the answer to 
that is the realistic attitude on 
Ford’s part that if American 
business wants to do business 
abroad, we had better be 
prepared to play the game just 
as do those with whom we are 
playing. It has, to a 
large 
degree, become a luxury to 
place one code of morality 
above another and expect to 
come out “on top,” and that is 
perhaps especially true in the 
dog eat dog world of multi­ 
national and multi-billion 
dollar deals. 


The relative morality or im- 
m orality of conducting 
business through kickbacks, 


bribes, juice money or 
whatever else one might want 
to call it has little to do with 
the numbers of jobs that will 
be supplied or denied on the 
basis of a successful contract. 
So when President Ford 
suggests “many Americans no 
longer trust big business” and 
hopes to get major U.S. 
trading partners to go along 
with his rather idealistic 
proposals for deterring cor­ 
porate bribery, these con­ 
siderations will have to be 
faced and dealt with. 
The reality of the world in 
which we must operate and 
sell tends to dictate the rules 
by which we, or any other 
country, play. And Mr. Ford’s 
protestations to the contrary, 
the rules aren’t likely to 
change to fit our sense of right 
and wrong. Thus, to merely 
ask for reporting provisions is 
a realistic approach. To ask 
for anything more would have 
been antibusiness.

Energy among friends 


WASHINGTON - In the grand 
Washington manner, the development of 
energy for the future is being shaped 
largely by friendship and favoritism. The 
juiciest contracts are going to a corpora­ 
tion with the right friend in the right 
place. 
Seldom have the stakes been higher. 
The research con­ 
tracts will probably 
determine what forms 
of energy the nation 
will use to run its fac­ 
tories and heat its 
homes. A small con­ 
tract, therefore, could 
lead to a big develop­ 
ment worth untold 
billions. 
The national effort 
to make the United 
States independent of 
overseas oil began 
three years ago. But while Project 
Independence blueprints gather dust and 
energy czars come and go, two former 
Pentagon pals have been quieUy charting 
the nation’s energy development. 
Dr. Robert Seamans, head of the 
Energy Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration (ERDA), and John Foster, 
a vice president of TRW, Inc., have been 
close friends since they served together 
on an Air Force advisory board in the 
late 1950s. 
Now they have teamed up to plan ER­ 
DA’s energy research program, lf the 
alliance hasn’t always worked to the ad­ 
vantage of the taxpayers, it has worked 
to the advantage of Foster’s firm. 
TRW has picked up nearly $24 million 
in noncompetitive contracts from 
ERDA. Two of the contracts weren’t 
even solicited but were thrust upon the 
company, a procedure that is unusual if 
not unknown in the history of dispensing 
federal funds. 
The contracting system at ERDA 


works in a unique way. Sources say it 
sometimes consists of Seamans and 
Foster chewing the fat and coming up 
with a project they like. Seamans gives 
the order, and TRW gets the work. 
Foster was heavily involved, for exam­ 
ple, in setting up ERDA’s most impor­ 
tant contract: A study to determine 
which energy technologies the agency 
should concentrate upon developing. The 
profit-motivated TRW and a nonprofit 
group called Mitre were selected to 
produce the answers. 
TRW has a financial stake in the 
electrical industry, which is eager to 
develop nuclear power as the energy of 
the future. This can be distributed, of 
course, in the form of electricity over 
the industry’s existing lines. 
Not surprisingly, the study that came 
out of TRW and Mitre put the biggest 
emphasis on nuclear energy and fossil 
fuels, while solar and other more ex­ 
perimental 
technologies 
were 
downplayed. 
TRW was not content, meanwhile, just 
to win the ERDA contracts. On at least 
one occasion, the firm was paid by 
ERDA to conduct a study, which recom­ 
mended the construction of an ex­ 
perimental ocean electric plant in 
Hawaii or Puerto Rico. TRW, it turns 
out, was part of a consortium then 
developing an energy research park in 
Hawaii on the precise site the company 
had recommended. 
In a talk with our associate Jack 
Cloherty, Seamans acknowledged that he 
and Foster have had a long relationship 
but denied any impropriety in awarding 
ERDA contracts to his old friend’s firm. 
He pointed out that TRW is a respected 
and capable company. 
Seamans also admitted that he and 
Foster have talked often about ERDA’s 
planning and contracting. But he denied 
that the two of them just cook up plans 
and write up contracts.

CARTER’S CHOICE: The triumphant 
Democratic presidential candidate, Jim­ 
my Carter, is playing his political cards 
close to his chest. But the word has 
leaked out from his inner circle that he’s 
looking for 
a running mate who has 
Washington experience and liberal 
credentials. 
Our contacts inside the Carter camp 
were impressed with Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho, who made a strong showing in 
the West where Carter was weak. 
Church’s campaign style — his youthful 
good looks and wholesome appeal, with 
his family at his side — reportedly made 
a favorable impact on the people around 
Carter. 
Rep. Mo Udall, D-Ariz., on the other 
hand, wound up ruffling them before the 
campaign was over. Yet they recognize 
that his Lincolnesque looks and Will 
Rogers humor made him a formidable 
campaigner. It might also take Udall on 
the ticket to prevent many disenchanted 
liberals from deserting the Democratic 
Party in November. 
Others in the Carter fold are eager to 
sound out Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass., about taking second place on the 
Democratic ticket. In addition to his 
liberal appeal, he also has a big following 
among Catholics, Jews and blue-collar 
workers. 
Although he has said he’s not in­ 
terested in the job, a stint as Vice Presi­ 
dent would give him a chance to put 
Chappaquiddick behind him and prove 
himself to the nation. 
But other Carter aides feel, in view of 
the Washington sex scandals, that this is 
the wrong year to bring up Chappaquid­ 
dick as an issue. 
Another name heard inside the Carter 
camp is that of Sen. John Glenn, D-Ohio, 
who has an All-American quality that ap­ 
peals to the Carter people. Surprisingly, 
they don’t seem too interested In Califor­ 
nia's Gov. Jerry Brown, who made such 
a spectacular showing in the last days of 
the campaign. 
But it will be Carter who makes the 
final selection, not his aides. And none of 
them profess to know what he is 
thinking; even those to whom he is ac­ 
cessible, often find him inaccessible.

Reagan and Rhodesia 


One would think, to judge from the 
commentary on Ronald Reagan’s state­ 
ment on Rhodesia — disorderly, to be 
sure — that the new standard of inter­ 
national responsibility for the United 
States in its role toward lesser countries 
is to do: nothing.

Ronald Reagan was once a Democrat, 
and during that period he was 
presumably touched with a generation’s 
litany, stretching from Woodrow 
Wilson’s notion of some sense of com­ 
munity responsibility, to John Kennedy’s 
notion that we would endure any 
sacrifice to maintain freedom in the 
world. He has not entirely got over his 
Democratic background. 
Now to the extent Reagan called for 
using United States troops in Rhodesia, 
he was in my judgment mistaken: it was 
the kind of slip Carter made when he 
found himself talking about “ethnic 
purity.” What Reagan clearly meant 
was American support for a policy in 
Rhodesia that would go further than 


merely turning the country over to the 
kind of people to whom the Portuguese 
turned over Mozambique. It is not an act 
of chauvinism or of bellicosity to suggest 
that the United States is concerned for 
the so-called British Sixth Principle, 
which would ensure protestion to the 
racial minorities in Rhodesia. 


Inasmuch as the record in Africa is not 
very good on the matter of respecting the 
rights of racial minorities, bringing up 
the problem of the whites in Rhodesia is 
hardly irrelevant. Besides which, if Mr. 
Kissinger feels free to go to Africa there 
to express himself on American policy 
on Rhodesia, why isn’t Mr. Reagan, a 
contender for the Presidency, free to ex­ 
press himself concerning policy towards 
Rhodesia? Those who answer that the 
difference is this: that Mr. Kissinger’s 
policy is plainly the right policy, and Mr. 
Reagan’s policy is plainly the wrong 
policy, should go on to answer the 
question: Ought there to be an American 
policy calculated tc encourage a biracial 
society in Rhodesia, with protection for 
the white minority? Or, do we secretly 
desire that long night of the knives which 
would visit on the whites in Rhodesia the 
same fate suffered by black and Asian 
minorities in other African states? 


Ronald Reagan would be well advised 
to consult deeply with Professor John 
Hutchinson, who conveniently resides 
for the moment at the University of 
California at Los Angeles. Although his 
trade is industrial relations (he is by 
birth an Englishman, and a Socialist), he 
is probably the best informed American 
on the subject of Rhodesia in part 


because of his distinctive intelligence, in 
part because of his resolute principle: be 
disapproves of the government of Ian 
Smith for the obvious reasons. But he 
does not believe anybody can responsibly 
advocate its capitulation in the absence 
of some kind of guarantee that the 
British Sixth Principle will last a few 
weeks longer than most of the Con­ 
stitutional bombasts that midwife the 
birth of fresh African republics. 
How to do this? Through a black and 
white peace-keeping force, perhaps even 
under the sponsorship of the United Na­ 
tions, to which all major countries and 
all Rhodesian organizations that touch in 
any way on Rhodesian policy are 
pledged. Such a force could not 
reasonably exceed the size of the official 
armed forces of Rhodesia. It could, 
however, constantly report on the new 
government’s fidelity to the new Con­ 
stitution. For historical 
reasons, the 
British should take the lead in recom­ 
mending such a force; and the United 
States should back the British, and urge 
the Organization of African Unity to do 
the same thing. 


It never ceases to surprise that the 
same people who are always stressing 
the new interdependence of the nations 
of the world ask, at the crunch, for a kind 
of pre-Wilsonian American isolationism. 
But Gerald Ford should know better. It is 
fair game in a political contest to take 
advantage of your opponent’s verbal sl­ 
ips. But carrying this kind of thing too 
far (as Senator Jackson discovered in re 
Carter) is risky business, very risky 
business.
